Rather strangely, after hi-’ sr-est Oswald had several 
scraps of paper in hia pocket. They we-e found on his death. Somewhere in 
my disogranized archives notes x have them end I think I esn without too 
much trouble find these end send them to you, if it.x interests yon. The 
other is the noting of the address of the secretary of the American Nazi 
Tarty. That makes no»sen$e except no inconsistent, wish the official nonsense. 

The closest I esn come to whet you asked me in Exhibit./l6H67. Here 
Os.-.cld noted the Bringuier organization (mier-spelled^ and Siguier's 
name, correctly spelled, duplicated the addresses, gave two others that mean 
nothing to me (the damp one ml$it;I'll have to check it out-might to the 
former address of the CP.C (but I recall that as 544) , and in between tte 
two items, in accord with my belief he did what he did for the publicity 
he got, the i .entificetlonsof e New Orleans city editor end reporter.
